Would Extend to Other City Depart- 
ments the System Practiced 
by Waldo with Police.

ALBANY, Jan, 19.—With home -rale in 
its widest sense. the slogan of the Sulzer 
administration,. the, principle is being vio- 
lated as never before in the bills that are 
being introduced by the Tammany ler 
ment ,in the Legislature, In. most. ih- 
Stances these violations are incidental to 
attempted raids upon the New York .City 
Treasury. 

Senater Christopher D. Sullivan is spon- 4 
sor’ for one of. the; worst bills .of this 
charactér.. He proposes‘an amendment to 
the New York’ City Charter. which would 
immensely increase -not- only -the salary 
list. of the New -York Fire Department, 
but the pension budget as well. In. the 
Fire: Department pensions, unlike’ those 
in the Police Department, are paid out-of 
the public: treasury; the beneficiaries not 
contributing ‘any portion of the fund. 

The Sullivan bill: would place the. chief 
telegraph operator, foremen, cable splic- 
ers, linemen, wiremenh, battery-men, and 


groundsmen, at present civil employes of 
the department, in the uniformed: force. 
This would give émployes of this. kind an 
intérest' in the pension fund,: something 
that. was never ~contemp. ated .when the 
fund was started.

A GRAVE DEFECT IN THE TMMIGRA- 
TION BILL. - 

The Immigration bill, passed — last 
week by the House of Representatives, 
without due consideration of all its 
provisions, will come up before the Sen- 
ate to-day. A grave responsibility 
rests upon: that body in this matter. “A 
clause has been inserted in the Housé 
bill excluding from admission to the 
nee States * citizens or subjects: of 
“any country ‘that issues penal certifi- 
“cates or certificates of character who 
* do not produce to the immigration of- 
“ ficers such certificates.” This pro- 
vision can receive the support of no 
American citizen who is not in favor of 
suppressing. immigration without re- 
gard to the fitness of the immigrants. 
The provisions of the: bill tending to 
exclude criminals, and the morally. or 
physically unfit are commendable. But 
there is ample room in this broad land 
for mentally fit, upright, and industri- 
ous immigrants. The clause we have 
quoted would have excluded from ad- 
mission to the United States Car. 
Scuurkz and thousands of men who 


= 


‘|came hither as political refugees and 
‘proved themselves most desirable citi- 


zens. , KossuTH and GARIBALDI could 
never have lived in the United States 
if such a law had been in force in their 
day, because-they could have produced 
no “ certificates of character”? from the 
countries with whose Governments they 
were politically at odds. 7 

It is assertéd in Washington that only 
immigrants from Ialy will be affected 
by this provision. Even’ if that were 
true the objection to tt: would be vital. 
But. it- affects other countries. To 
obtain a “ certificate. of fharacter ” in 
Russia the (immigrant must first pay 
for a Russian passport, which is not 
issued unless he'can prove that he has 
complied with the law: relating . to 
military service, and unless he can. also 
secure police approval.’ If any member 
of his family is under disabilities his 
application for a passport is rejected. 
Fees are exacted from him by petty 
officials. This” provision of the bill, 
therefore, would tend to exclude a host 
of decent and industrious immigrants 
from Russia, and it woultl be quite as 
|unjust to desirable immigfants from 
more than one other country. On the 
other hand, adroit criminals would find 
an casy ‘way'to-satisfy its demands by 
purchasing their certificates from ae 
honest officers. 

It is not. conceivable that the Immi- 
gration bill, with this objectionable 
clause, can receive the sanction of the 

te. It is altogether likely that 
many menipers-of the lower house who 
voted for the Bill were ignorant of the 
insertion of this clatise, or failed to 
comprehend its significance.  It-should

Our banks. are receiving this alleged 
money, practically’ coupons off bonds 
which could not be sold. at par fer their 
interest return, by the scores of millions. 
They manage these things better abroad. 
Instead..of exporting gold they destroy 
their superfluous currency. Last) week 
(Germany retired. 253,881,000 marks, 
and was able to de so because it can 
reissue it when wanted. Imagine the 
condition in'Germany if it were impos- 
sible to retire these notes, which like 
ours have fulfilled a useful function. 
Our law forbids the retirement of Na- 
tional banknotes in éxcess of $3,000,000 
monthly; and because the law forbids 


its retirement -we*put it to artificial 


uses here, and we send it abroad when 
the condition of exchange does not 
warrant it, trusting to buy it back 
again. If any one prefers the Amer; 
ican way now is the very time for him 
to rise and show its superiority. 








UNCLE JOE’S VALEDICTORY. 

UNCLE Jorn’s valedictony, it seems, un- 
like Gen. WASHINGTON’s, is to be in 
serial form.

little attention to personal idiosyncrasies, 
but must follow the course which experi- 
ence has proved, or seemed to prove, best 
suited. for giving education at less than 
prohibitive expense; 

Doubtless the Faculty of the Dakota 
University is. perfectly .well aware of 
that system’s faults and weaknesses, and 
tries; to remedy both as much as it can, 
It is, however, the only one practicable 
in present conditions, and there is really 
nothing to do with the exceptional ‘stu- 
dent of a radically unconformable nat- 
ure except to drive him away as an in- 
tolerable subversive influence and‘ bad ex- 
ample. The téachers who do. this. are 
humiliated, and confused, later, if the 
object -of : their reprehension attains. to} 
eminence and so demonstrates that he 
was right.and they wrong, but they have 
the consoling: thought that their action 
Was necessary, and that it didn’t do the 
exile any real harm. The getting of an 
education, fortunately, does not depend 
upgn completing a college course, or even 
on peatnning it. ‘

has apparently never developed one of 
them ‘who: is capable of seeing: a cause 
for, derisive laughter in the complaints so 
often made,in Europe about the stealing, 
capturing, and carrying ff of European 
‘treasures’ of one sort or ‘another by 
rich Americans. b) 

As a matter of fact, of course, the rich 
Americans do no. stealing or capturing; 
they simply make the:very.safe and:sane 
assumption that Burope.-} few ‘* treas- 
ures’’ which cannot: be ght by any- 
body offering’ a. price sufficiently high. 
So, when they see something’ they want, 
they offer what it is worth: to them, and 
thus,. usually, they get it from people to 
whom, obviously, the offered cash seems 
preferable. ‘Why this. constitutes.. griev- 
ance against Americans—why they, and 
not the original possessors of the works 
of art, if anybody, ‘should be scolded— 
why, having shown a higher appreciation 
than anybody else ‘has for this or that 
work of art, they should not have it— 
those are quite unanswerable questions. 

The latest tirade against our millionaires 
has been excited by -their discovery ‘of 
4ine organs in many French churches and 
of the fact that.these organs are for sale. 
That may or may not be an excuse for 
directing. reproaches at certain French- 
men,-but why shoul‘, the rich American 
be blamed for paying the market price 
for an article of merchandise? ‘Probably 
just as good © organs can be made in this 
country; and if so the purchaser who. goes 
so far ‘and ‘pays so much just for the 
sake of having in his town or country 
house an organ from -France can prop- 
erly be criticised for his folly, but it is a 
fairly innocent folly, and it is one far 
from proving him.to be a -raptorial bar- 
barian. 

Unless French art and industry are de- 
clining, which is not admitted in ¥rance, 
with the: money they get for these old 
organs they can. buiid two or three new 
ones that .will satisfactorily replace. the 
ones. sold, and nen, seemingly, every- 
body will be happy. As soon as, Euro- 
peans care less instead of more for Amer- 
ican dollars. than Americans do © their 
treasures -will be quite safe. It's a’ mere 
matter of taste, or of judgment in the 
estimate of relative values.

Could Be Turned Into Pleasure by 
Scientific. Instruction. 


To. the Editor of The New York Times:  — 

‘It is a pleasure to” do any’ of the duties of 
housework if one has-learried-to!do the work 
in a workmantike manner, producing results 
that are pleasing.’ But to the average girls 
of shop or factory grade the whole matter of 
housework’ is an unknown country into which 
they make disastrous pilgrimages of discovery, 
and-lose their nerve, to say nothing of nerves, 
over bad results. Housework is not’ a thing 
to learn tight @ut of the blue, but a science 
which must be learned step by step, and there 
must: be some method of training girls if we 
+ would expect them to learn to do it. 

If there were schools for teaching cooking, 
cleaning, waiting, serving, in all branches of 
housework, as general as are schools of stenog- 
raphy, or apprenticeships in factories, I believe 
that thousands of*girls would ‘take the courses, 
and once’ being equipped would enter service 
and dignify. the whole matter of house ser- 
vants. 

The pléasure of doing housework, jt done well 
and .in the right. spirit, is wonderfully shown 
in the work that is being done. all” over the 
United States by the Camp Fire Girls’ Move; 
ment, in which honors are given *for each 
braneh of housework, even to knowledge of 
buying. provisions ‘for the table-and  house- 
hold. 
or. servant classes, but are daughters ef the 
well-to-do families, as well as self-supporting 
girls, but. there are 36,000 of, them enrolled, 
and they are being taught among other things 
how to work in: the jouse-and to enjoy their 
work.
